In the mass of in- 
flammatory documents found at headquarters of the so-called Soldiers’ 
and Workmen's Council when it was raided Tuesday night and examined 
today was a letter addressed to H. Heims here and signed by A. L. Berton 
of Chieago, which made the disclosure. 


The letter said in part: 4 


“Your favor of 27th at hand with 
money order covering cost of coples 
of Der Klassenkampf. in accord- 
ance with your request. we have 
transferred your order to Fred Mey- 
ers, who you state is on the propa- 
ganda committee.
